Church, civic, business and education leaders, senior citizens and parents will deliver a message to 
Newark’s Mayor, Planning Board and City Council on Thursday, March 9. The delegation will hold a Press 
Conference on the steps of City Hall at 10:30 AM, and then visit the offices of the Mayor, Planning Board and 
City Council to present hundreds of Petitions and a formal organizational sign-on letter. 


| The sign-on letter and petitions ask City officials to designate land immediately for parks and schools on 
the City’s Land Use Maps, which they are preparing as part of their new Masterplan. Land which is so marked 
can be held from development. It also addresses other quality of life issues such as nightmarish traffic and 
parking, environmental hazards, and better planning of any future development. Ironbound has seen an intense 


“If we are to build new schools, our overriding concern has to be locking in the sites,” said Joseph 
Rendeiro, principal of Hawkins St. School. “If we don’t move quickly on sites which real estate developers also 
are eying, there soon will be no sites to select.” 

“There is no comprehensive planning going on, and the quality of life is suffering because of that,” said 
Father George Lutz, from St. James Church. “People are moving out of the neighborhood, instead of staying 
here to raise their children.”
